will seo the óyidences of the vast reyo- 
lution which has taken place in the de- 
mand forbooks, since the time when 
Milton sold his “Paradise Lost,” that 
immortal poem, for a fow . and 
yet not more to his own disadvantage, 
than tu the disadvantage of his publish- 
er, who, we are told, could not sell 
envugh copies to remunerate him for 
printing and publishing, so small was 
the demand for it, until Addison, by 
his admirable critique, brought it into 
general notice. Pope found his works 

roductive of money us well as fame, It 
is not, however, until toward the begin- 
ning of the present century, that we find 
any decided improvement in favor of 
authors: and it isworthy of remark, 
that this improvement manifested itself 
firat iu un increasing demand for works 
of fiction, It is said that Madame 
D'Arblay, first known to the, public us 
Miss Burney, received for one of her 
novels the Jurge som of 3000 pounds 
sterling, And eo onward, a greater de- 
wand for this class of works has made 
them the saple productions of the 
modern press. The success of these 
works called out a great numbor of wri 
ters, somo of whom had a great tem- 
porary reputation, uncil the author of 
“Wuverley.” swallowing up the lesser 
ligbts in the spleudor of his own, ac 
quired a privato fortune for himself, and 
helped to make the fortunes of his pub- 
lishers tu an extent never before known 
in the world of letters. The extreme 
popularity of this species of writing has 
contributed, gröatly to form the tastes of 
the age and to effect tho character of 
all classes of literary productions; 1st. 
by increasing the indisposition of the 
great body of the people to touch any 
work which would tix attention, by re- 
quiring a catuful perusal ; and 2ud, as a 
consequence af this, by tempting au- 
thors with the hope of securing an im- 
mediate popularity, and -through popu- 
larity—profit, to pupulurizc their sub- 
jecis. 

Readers want a short cut to knowl- 
edge, in contempt of the old sage, who 
told a king that there was no royal rund 
to learning. All subjects must be con- 
densed ; partly that they may be cheaply 
bought, part!y that they may not take 
up much time in this busy age; and 
partly that they muy not weary the 
render. Everything must be curt, racy 
und stimulating, ] am not speaking in 
concemnation of (his condensation of 
useful literature. I um merely stating 
what the prevailing taste is, for the 
purpose of suggesting the kind of books 
that should be found on the hel ves of a 
public library, if they would fiud reud- 
ern. 


The reading claas has so enlarged, that 
it has come to be considered almost u 
dirgraco for the busiest and least learned 
man or woman not to know a little about 
cverytning. To meet the demand thus 
created, there is a large number of works 
continually thrown upon the market, and 
brought before the public, the design of 
which is more the profit of tho writers 
and publishers than the profit of the 
readers, In noticing the causes which 
are giving a character and direction to 
the popular literature of the presont 
time, we must not overlook the jofluence 
of the Periodical press, I can only 
glance nt this subject. This has been 
called the “age of magazines and of 
newspapers,” We oll know how uumer- 
ous and increasing this class of writings 
has become; and what a powerful in- 
fluence they bavo in moulding the 
opinions, the views and tustes of the 
people on almost overy subject. Not 
only che stately quarterlies with loarned 
and often profound essays; but the 
monthly and weekly periodicals every 
where abound, devoted to all sorts of 
subjecte, political, * medical, military, 
theological, scientific and literary, ull 
being more or less critical in their vhar- 
acter. Sumo of these furnish valuable 
didactio exaays; some of them poetry, 
tales, stories and novele; and all ot 
chem either careful reviews or brief no- 
tices of pow publications, Even the 
daily newspaper has become extensively 
literary and critical. From the circula- 
tion which tkese publications hove at- 
tained, owing in part to the talent owi- 
ployed upon them, but more especially 
to tho varioty and lightness of their 
contents, they exert a mighty influence 
in dirocting tho tastes of their readers. 
They come to us invented with groat nu: 
thority in tho critical depart:nent, I

The most important part of my sub- 
ject vet remains ; not so muth beer use 
of its Value, as because of the largo ex 
tent and practical influence of that de- 
part wont of popular literature to which 
it belongs, and of which it forms so 
large a part. That which is so apt! 
characterised by the ‘title “Light Read- 
ing.” The character and tendencies of 
the works which came under this ap- 
pellation form a subject too large and 
important for me pow to discuss, In 
this class of works are embraced dra» 
matic ns novels, the ro- 
mauces and tales of the day—not to 
mention the monthly and weekly pro- 
ductions without number, under di- 
vers names and forms, containing 
light articles of fancy. The power 
of this class of works over the mags 
of readore is immeasurable and in- 
creasing: and deserves the careful 
contemplation of all who have any 
influence whatever in directing the 
thonght and developing the tastes of 
the people. He who said, * Allow me 
to write the ballads of the nation, I 
care not who makes the laws;“ meant 
to affirm a principle, which. is equally 
applicable to the novel, viz: that the 
social character is more powerfully 
awayed and moulded through the 
imagination thun by preceptivo in- 
struction or legislative enactments. 
In this lie the momentous relations, 
which the numerous and popular fic- 
lions of the day bear to the intellect 
and moral progress of society. 

The Romances of a former age, 


dealing in the extravagancies of 


Koight-errantry—in dragons and en 
chanters and imprisoned damsels 
and their chivalrous deliverera, —bave 
given place to works which bave al- 
moet entirely abandoned the use of 
supernatural machinery in the man- 
agement of the plots. and which pro- 
fess to exhibit the characters and 
manners of real life. Inthe immense 
field oconpied by the modern novel, 


+ from the master work of the "Waver- 


2 of Scott, down to the trash of a 
“Waverley Magazine, there is the 
grentest variety, as to intellectual 
and moral character, as well as in the 
style and composition. Some are 
composed with a high degreo of tal- 
ent of a certain order—some excel in 
descriptions of scenery and individ- 
ual chamcter, some in the charms of 
a poetic style, some in the exactness 
of their descriptions of the manners 
of high and low life, and others in 
the management of incident. Aa it 
respects their mora] bearingr, some 
of the earlier school of modera nov- 
elists, euch as Maria ‘Edgeworth and 
Hannah More; and of tbo later, 
such as Kd. P. Roe and a few others 
of the same order, havea proſessedly 
good object in view, and aim at the 
instruction of tLeir readers in moral 
and religions truth. A much more 
numerous class, at the head of which 
stands Sir Walter Scott, with bis 
towering genius, bistorical learning 
and passion for antiquarian lore, 
make popular amusement their prin- 
cipal aim; and tbrough popular 
amusement, emolument arising from 
large sales. The reading of these 
books in due moderation will tend to 
refine the taste, and may create a de- 
sire for the reading of bistory, and, 
at least, they willdo no injary to so 
cial morals. There is a third class of 
fiction writera, whose works are open 
to much censure upon the score of 
their evil tendencies—such as the 
early novele of Bulwer, of D’Iaraeli 
and Inter of Charles Reade and Miss 
Braddon, and their numerous host of 
imitators. Such works are charge 
able not merely witk the absence 
of pure morala, but with a positive 
and prevailing disregard or caricature 
of moral truth. The talent with 
which the poison of sentiments is 
worked up, renders them all the more 
dangerous, I beg you to bear in 
mind that no inordinate objection to 
fiction—as such—lios at ¿he found- 
ation of these strictures on this class 
of novela; but I am convinoed, that 
in spite of their glittering · boauty of 
style, the wit and the humor which 
they contain, the occasional a th 
and fidelity of their descriptions of 
scenes an raons, and the excited 
interest which they contrive to awak 
en in the management of the plota. 
the less number of them putin ciron- 
lation through the medium of a pub 
lio library, the better, on ‚the whole, 
it will be for individual, family and 
social well · being. e 
If it were u fitting occasion.it wonld 
be easy to show that even intelladt- 
ually considered they have great

Tam not unaware of tha risk of 
sharp oriticism IL run, in thus speak. 
ing against the perusal of these tal - 
ented favorites of the reading public. 
Still, I am sure that discrimination 
should be. exercised. regarding the 
parchasing and circulating these re- 
prints of the loose pictures of the 
loose society of the old world, no 
matter by whom written—a Bulwer 
or a Rende, or by whom published, a 
Harper or an Appleton. More dan- 
gerous, because more attractive than 
the “sensual ethics” of the philoso- 
¡pbers—a Hume or a Stuart Mills. 
they do more than allthe writings 
of infidelity to undermine the found- 
ations cf society, by confunnding 
moral distinctions and effacing mor- 
al sensibility. Of course, I have no 
expectition that my voice will be 
heard on this subject beyond these 
walls ; but I cannot omit the oppur- 
tunity now afforded me of uttering 
a word of warning ngainst the ine- 
briating and perhicious influence of 
this:class of pioductions. 

[do not wish, however, to leave 
you under the impression, that these 
strictures are intended to bear in- 
disoriminately upon all writers of fic 
tion — us if all are to be held respon- 
sible for the immorality and irrelig 
ion ofa part. I am not so far a 
stickler in the literature of morals; as 
to hold that moral truth ceases to be 
moral truth, when it is taught in any 
other than an exclusively didactic 
and preceptive form. 


While I am freo to express a con 
viction founded upon a candid and 
somewhat extensive examination of 
the subject, that fictitious liternture, 
especially such as so greatly prevails 
at the present time. 95 — in the main 
exert a debilitating influence, intgl- 
lectually and morally, upon a great 
part of society, | am far from think- 
ing that this is a necessary attribnte 
of fiction itself. That fiction itself, 
ik to be considered, per se, necessari- 
ily evil—that moral and even religi- 
ious truth cannot be made impressive 
through the medium ef a narrative 
of imaginary eventa—is not only in- 
consistent with the philosophy of the 
case: but at war with examples fur- 
nished in great nnmber and beanty, 
in the apologues or parables of the 
Bible. Why should tbe imagination 
be excluded from all sbare, as an al 
ly. in the great work of mental 
and moral improvement? Is it 
wrong to go beyond litera! matter of 
fact, in an effort to embody 
some useful lesson for the right con- 
duct of life? Shall we castaway the 

les of Soripture—tbe "Paradise 
ost“ — tbe Course of Time”—the 
‘Night Tuoughts' — the “Rasselas” of 
Johnson, and other examples of im- 
aginary narrative ! Must we place 
the “Vicar of Wakefield,” the “Coe- 
lebs“ of Hannah More, the Crusoe 
of foc, the “Barriers burned 
Away“ —or tho “Pilgrim's Progress.“ 
in the samo category with the pro- 
ductions of Fielding, Smollet, Bul 
wer and others of the same school— 
French or English. This cannot be 
so. Let the imaginaticn be em- 
ployed in enbserving the bigher aime 
of mind and she is to be considered 
an important auxiliary Admitting, 
then, that worke of imagination are 
not to be prescribed, becanse they 
do not deal in literal matter of faot, 
and refuring to subscribe to the 
aweeping judgment, which confonnds 
them all together ne equally porni 
cions—it is important to form a cor- 
rect opinion as to the place which 
such works should hold, in respect 
to the valuable uses ofa reader, and 
especially that class of readers for 
which a Pnblic Library has to pro- 
vide. most of whom have not much 
leisure to read, and whose reading 
time, tberefore, is of greater praoti- 
cal value. I sball make, therefore, 
no apology for extendiug my obser- 
vations on this subject a little - fur 
thor, lest the admissions already 
made in favor of some of the cInss of 
flotitions writings should be under- 
stood too largely. 


Against an habitud? indulgenco in 
such reading, I believe, ae is just

How numerous this 
class of readers ! and how far short 
they come of fhe serious ends of a 
power fo read and think! Such 
minds aro like a man who stands all 
day lobg in a thoronghfare to watch 
the numberless objects that pass.and 
passively taking one useless impres- 
sion for another; or like those pleas- 
mie hunters, who to escape the mon- 
ater ennui, in the words of the Satir- 
ist—

The observation of Coleridge. in 
relation to a certain flimsy style of 
wiiting in general, is forcibly true 
of a large number of modern works 
of fiction. “Like idle morning visi: 
tors, the brisk and breathless per- 
iods hurry in and hurry off, in quick 
and profitless succession; each, in- 
deed, for the moment of its stay, pre 
vents the pain of vacancy. while it 
indulges tho love of sloth ; but alto- 
gether, they leave the mistress of 
the house, I mean the soul, flat and 
exhansted, incapable of attending to 
her own concerns, and unfitted for 
the conversation of more rational 
guests,” “Those who confine their 
reading to such books, dwarf their 
own faculties, and finally reduce tbeir 
understanding to a deplorable imbeoili- 
ty. It cannot but be injurious to the 
human mind never to be called into 
effort ; the habit uf receiving pleasure 
without any exertion of thought, by the 
mere excitement of curiosity and sensi 


hitity. may justly be ranked among the | ' 


worst effecta of novelsreading.” These 
are not ry words, but the words of one 
of the most acute and philosophie minds 
of Britain. 

Another consideration may be no 
ticed, viz: the injurious offect, which 
an indulged fondness for this kind of 
popular reading, has upon the opinions 
nnd moral impiessions of the mind.— 
These works generally present false 
views of human fife, and falso impres- 
sions of correct principle in various 
ways, Notwithstanding their preten- 
sinus to set forth facts in actual lifo. 
thoy are too generally Glled with highly 
colored portraits; ond where single 
characters are not altogether ideal, sush 
is the arrangement of incidents, such 
the marvelous * coincidents of time and 
place, as to present altogether a narra- 
tive which as a wholo leaves a false im 
pressiun of actual life. The lights are 
too strong—tho shadows too decp—the 
herben und the heroines too perfect and 
benutiful—the villains too interesting — 
the accidents and surprises tag unlike 
the average realities of the world, al. 
though not absolutely impossible. The 
effect of ull this is to oreate a moi bid 
distaste for the sober occurrences and 
daily duties of our unromantic, every 
dy existence It oreates a hankering 
after exciting adventure, and a restless

RockviLLk, Mp., April 17, 1877. 

The democrats of Montgomery Co. 
in convention here to-day, adop 
ted a uniform plan for holding dem- 
ocratic primary meetings aud county 
conventions. Fcrmerly the demo- 
crats of the five election districts into 
which the county is divided elected 
“retiring committees,” who selected 
25 delegates from each district 
to county nominating conventions. 
Latterly there has been no uniform 
system. In rome districts candidates 
were voted for directly and delegates 
were instructed. Sometimes the 
chairmen of district meetings were 
instructed to select the district dele 
gates to county conventions. In the 
connty conventions the mode of vot- 
ing by districts and not by delegates 
led to abuses. Ifa candidate could 
secure majorities in threo district 
delegations he could secure 75 solid 
votes, when in reality, out of a con 
vention of 125 members, he would 
have only 39 votes to pnt an extreme 
case, bnt a very possible one. Uni- 
formly. however, each district delega 
tion bas selected its own county com- 
missioner. 

The matters involved have for some 
time agitated the party in the connty 
and a call for a convention on the 
subject was issued by Messrs. E. W. 
Owen. George Peter and E. B. Pret- 
tyman, State central committee for 
Montgomery county. The conven- 
tion consnmed nearly the whole of

If hog manure is not accessible the 
next best thing isn compost made of 
stable mannre, woods, earth and 
ashes—two parts manure. two parts 
earth, and one part ashes, to which 
add a sprinkling of plaster, mixing 
the same well together and allowing 
it to stand in a heap fora week or 
two before applying in the bill. 

After all, the production of good 
melons will depend on the seed. It 
will not do merely to save seed from 
good melons, bnt it is also necessary 
that the good melons should have 
grown where no other variety grew. 


Peanuts, besides being an agree. 
able article of food in all countries, 
are more valuable on account of the 
oil they contain which gives them a 
commercial value, rendering their 
cultivation quite profitable—some as- 
tonishing necouuts of the profit over 
the cost of production beiag given 
in the public prints. Their enltuie 
as a field crop has been confined 
principally to North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georgin, but of late has 
extended to California, where its cul- 
tivation is largely on the increase, 

The oil is said to be equal to that 
of the olive for every purpose to 
which the latter is adapted. and ia 
often sold in many parte of the world 
as pure olive oil. It is said to keep 
longer without becoming rancid than 
any other vegetable oil, and as an il- 
laminating oil to give a superior 
light. When culd-pressed the pea- 
nut yields a large per centago, and if 
beated before pressing a atill larger 
quantity, although in the latter cuse 
its fine flavor ns a table oil is some 
what impaired. The hotter the cli 
mate the greater the ‘percentage of 
oil is said to be. When roasted and 
finely ground they are an excellent 
anbatitnte for chocolate, and large 
quantities are nsed for that purpose 
in most tropical counties 

Althongh a sandy loam seems to 
suit it best. yet the cultivation of the 
peannt is not confined to any partic- 
nlar soil, any light soil to which a 
good coat of well-rotted stable or 
chip manure has been applied being 
more favorable to its production than 
soils containing more body. They 
are usnally pinnted in rows two feet 
apart. and the kernels dropped six or 
seven inches npart in the row, and 
then enltivated deeply until they be- 
gin to bloom, after which it is only 
necessary to keep down the grass 
and weeds by hand-weeding and hoe- 
ing Some advise that in their cul- 
tivation the bloom should be covered 
np. anpporing that the bnd, where 
tho bloom appears, produces fruit; 
bnt thia ia hardly probable, it being 
more likely that the bud only pro 
duces the flower necersary to make 
them produce. If ro, tbe covering 
up the bloom must inevitably prove 
injurious. 

As soon ar the frost kills the vines 
they should be pulled np. and any of 
the kernels leſt in the ground dug up 
with hoes, and the whole washed 
olean and dried to prevent mou'd.
